New Water Connections 


BPW Will Talk 
About Shortage 
Monday Night 


An outright ban on new houses 
— by refusing entry to the water 
System — was seriously and heat- 
edly discussed by the board of 
public works Monday night.

Fair Treatment 

Member Francis Reilly then 
flatly demanded that the board 
either ban all taps into the water 
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System or allow entry in cases 
Where there is an ample supply 
available. 

Mr. Henderson was in immediate 
agreement with the idea of ban- 
ning entry — “that’s the way it 
should be,’’ he asserted 

Reilly pressed his feelings 
that the board can’t be fair un- 
less everyone is treated alike, 
“‘The supply has been low for 20 
years. If you're going to put the 
clamps on, do it for all . . . no 
developments at all, if it’s dras- 
tically low,’’ he declared. 

“It’s a serious enough situa- 
tion,’’ Henderson said, and ‘‘de- 
serves real consideration.’’ 

He called attention to the seri- 
ous water supply situation and 
Suggested that every. entry into 
the system, whether a single 


| house or through a sub-division, 


is affecting all other homes by re- 
ducing the water supply avail- 
able to them. 
Water Usage 

Engineer Ralph Preble told the 
board that under ordinary condit- 
ions, 70 gallons per day per per- 
son is consumed. 

The average yield of Haggett’s 
pond resevoir is 1,850,000 gal- 
lons per day and the use is l,- 
600,000 gallons per day, Preble 
explained. 

Throughout the discussion Mr. 
Henderson referred to the board’s 
stand of past months regarding 
the serious supply situation, but, 
he remarked, plans have been ap- 
proved by other boards despite 
the BPW recommendations. 


Questions Legality 

Chairman Allan Flye, taking 
little part in the discussion, com- 
mented that it is probably illegal 
to refuse water to a resident. But 
the whole matter, he suggested, 
should be referred to town coun- 
sel for an opinion. 

That step was agreeable to the 
members, who decided to table 
the sub-division plans before 
them until Monday night’s debate 
over the outright ban on any en- 
trance into the water system. 


New Resevoirs 

Mr. Henderson had pointed out 
earlier that the town is now in the 
process of buying two new rese- 
voirs. In addition, there is before 
the board a proposal that a com- 
plete water supply study be car- 
ried out by the Camp, Dresser 
and Mckee firm that has been 
working for the board on other 
problems.

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Shocking Suggestion 


We were shocked to hear the serious suggestion made 
that all taps into the water system be banned until the 
water supply problem is solved. It seems preposterous 
that any town board, or individual, could seriously con- 
sider banning new construction totally — or even in most 
part. 

Although we disagree entirely with the idea, we do feel 
that BPW Member Francis Reilly made a good point during 
the discussion. He wasn’t so much advocating a ban on 
all entries as much as he was criticizing a system in 
which some plans get approval and some don’t. 

His statement “‘Let’s be fair’’ is a sound position for 
any public official to take. It is apparent that no one dis- 
agrees with the policy of refusing permission for develop- 
ments in an area where water is scarce. In those cases, 
the addition of several homes would be a drain on the 
water available to homes already there. 

In cases where an engineer’s report indicates sufficient 
water for domestic purposes and for fire protection, per- 
mission should not be given for some and withheld from 
others on the excuse that there is not enough water. That 
is not fair. 

It seems difficult to believe that the board of public 
works will actually take the position of banning all en- 
trance to the water system after the matter receives care- 
ful and sober consideration at the meeting Monday night.

Explanation Makes Sense 


Town Counsel Vincent Stulgis’ explanation of better- 
nent assessments makes sense. 

When he told the board of public works that they should 
use good judgement and be practical in determining the 
amount of assessments, he hit the nail on the head. For 
although the law might strictly read that 1UU percent 
should be levied, most nen and women agree that a clause 
referring to assessing no more than the amount of improve- 
ment to the land is a good guide. 

Stulgis told the board it could assess for smaller pipes 
than are being installed — if the larger size will be of 
real benefit to the town as a whole. That seems to be com- 
mon sense, 

It should be a much easier job for the board now, know- 
ing that they are unlikely to be legally challenged for us- 
ing their own judgement rather than sticking to the letter 
of the law.

Counsel Advises 
BPW To Use 
Good Judgment 


Betterment assessments must 
be tempered by good judgment 
in the opinion of Town Counsel 
Vincent Stulgis. 

He told the board of public 
works Monday night that the mem- 
bers should be practical and use 
their judgment when deciding 
what portion of the cost of water 
extensions should be assessed 
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against property owners. 

““You have to be practical. No 
one will question your judgment. 
You’re the experts,’’ he told the 
board. 

The often-debated betterment 
situation was clarified as to for- 
mal procedure in assessing the 
betterments during the session. 
and the question of using discret- 
ion in the assessments as opposed 
to 100 percent assessments in 
all cases was settled. 

The board learned that it could 
assess the cost of installing a 
six-inch water main against prope 
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erty owners while actually putting 
in a much larger main — if the dif- 
ference in size resulted from an 
improvement for the whole town. 
But if the improvement is only to 
the land along which the pipe 
would go, then a total assess- 
ment should be made. 


Decide On Improvement 

“If you think any part of an 
eight-inch pipe is of only inci- 
dental benefit to the town, make 
them pay the entire cost. If you 
show improvement to the entire 
system, you have to be practical,’’ 
counsel explained. He pointed 
out that there are direct, remote 
and moreseremote benefits and it is 
up to the board to figure out how 
much the benefit to the land is 
when determining the assess- 
ments. 

What about property owners 
who don’t want the water, asked 
member Francis Reilly — cases 
where builders put up houses on 
one side of the street and the 
land owner on the other side 
doesn’t need or want the water. 
Put it in, counsel responded — 
and an automatic lien goes on the 
property. And within three months 
of the time a house is built on it, 
the lien must be paid or the town 
can seize the house. He agreed 
that it is fair to assess half the 
betterment against each side of 
the road. 

Member Alex Henderson wan- 
ted to know what happens when 
the town takes up an existing 
main and puts in a larger one — 
how do you assess them? Atty. 
Stulgis pointed out that you can’t 
assess a man twice for the same 
service. In the past, he explained, 
all tax payers have paid the cost 
of water installations and the 
town can’t assess the property 
owners for replacing pipe for 


which the taxpayers have already 
been assessed once. 
Procedure Outlined 

The formal procedure for ass- 
essing betterments was explained 


thusly: 
A formal vote must be taken, 
Stating an intention to assess; a 


plan showing the area to be ass- 
essed, the lots and an estimated 
assessment per lot must be filed 
in the registry within 30 days of 
taking the formal vote. Within six 
months of the project’s comple- 
tion, the assessments based on 
actual cost must be sent to the 
assessors. The total cost will in- 
clude landtaking costs, town 
counsel said. 

It will make no difference, he 
explained, whether the estimated 
costs shown on the registered 
plan are higher or lower than the 
actual cost — the assessment 
must be based on the total figure. 
Neither will it be necessary to 
give any notice to property own- 
ers that a betterment assessment 
is contemplated. 


Assessors Job 

Stulgis also pointed out that 
the assessors have the job of re- 
viewing any assessment for poss- 
ible abatement. The board of pub- 
lic works completes its end of the 
job by sending the assessments 
to the assessors, he pointed out.
